The appli- 
cation was then made to Mr. Justice Hanna, 
who said that there must be a certificate of 
urgency, and, that certificate subsequently 
having been obtained, Mr. Justice Hanna 
declined to make the order, stating that, as 
the question dealt with the jurisdiction of 
the Master, it should go to a Jull Court to 
be determined, Mr. Justice Hanna ex: 
pressed no opinion one way or another 
whether the Master was right or wrong, and 
consequently the matter now came before the 
Court for them to decide whether the Master 
ought to have made the order, or whether 
the Court itself was to make the order. 
Counsel had no opponent in this case, and 
he was arguing at present in support of the 
jurisdiction of the Master to make the order 
under the general powers given to him. 
Counsel went on to deal with the jurisdic- 
tion of the Master, the first. mention of 
which, he said, was made in the Courts 
Officers Act, and stated that under Order 13 
Rule 1 the Master had jurisdiction to make 
"any order, which, under the practice here- 
tofore in force, might have been made as of 
course. The trouble was to know what was 
an order which, under the practice hereto- 
fore in force, might have been made as “‘ of 
course.” There was no definition that he 
could find of the words: “ of course,” except 
in the White Book, which gave the definition 
in the English rules as an order made on 
an ex parte application, to which a party 
was entitled of his own right and at his 
own risk. Where was he to go for an order 
for the appointment of a receiver by way of 
equitable execution if the Master was not to 
give it; Chambers now being done away with ” 
If this was not an order as of course, and 
the Master had no jurisdiction, then he 
would ask that the order be made by the 
Court.

AN EDENDERRY APPEAL. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 


FITZGIBBON AND MR. JU 
MU RNAGHAN.) 


An appeal by the defendant im the case of 
Moore v. Davy from a. judgment of Special 
Commissioners ‘Overend, K.C., and Shannon, 
K.C., in favour of the plaintifí was heard. 
it came before the Special Commissioners on 
laintiff from a decree for rent 
made by the Circuit Judge for King’s County 
in respect of premises held by the defendant, 
William Davy, shopkeeper, Edenderry, from 
Mrs. Elizabeth Moore, Edenderry, under a 
yearly tenancy at a rent of £22 per annum, 
‘payable half-yearly. 

The plaintiff claimed £77 for rent alleged 
to be ba from 1st May, 1922, to 1st May, 
1925. . It appeared that the plaintiff had 
habitually paid the poor rates in respect of 
the premises down to about March, 1921. 
when she declined to pay them, having regard 
to the provisions of the Local Government 
Act, 1898. The defendant then tendered the 
rent due for the seven half-years ending Ist 
May, 1925, less the poor rates, which he had 
paid for the period. The Circuit Comt Judge. 
to whom the case had been remitted for trial, 
gave a decree for £70 7s. 11d., the amount 
of rent due. less £8 8s. in respect of poor 
rates. The plaintiff appealed against the 
amount of the decree, and the Special Com- 
missioners, in their unanimous. judgment. 
varied the Circuit Judge’s decree by increas- 
ing the sum awarded the plaintiff to the full 
amount claimed in the writ. 

It was alleged that, by paymert of the 
rates without question until the writ was 
issued, when he claimed to deduct them, the 
defendant had really agreed to an increase of 
rent under the circumstances. 

The Court reserved judgment.

APPEAL. 


DISMISS AFFIRMED. 


An interesting Circuit appeal came on for 
hearing before Mr. Commissioner Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. Commissioner Fitzgerald, K.C., 
sitting in Court ‘No. 7," Dublin Castle, yester- 
day. The appellant in the case, which is of 
great importance to a number of landlords 
and tenants in Dublin, was Patrick Rigney, 
who appealed against a decision of Judge 
Pigot, Assistant Circuit. Judge for Dublin 
City and County, dismissing a claim for 
alleged overpayments of rent over a period of 
sixty-five weeks to the respondent, Mary 
Branigan, of ‘‘Cremorne,’’ Donore avenue, 
off South Circular road, in respect of the 
letting of the shop and a room in the premises 
55 Meath street. The respondent having died, 
the suit had been continued, by leave of the 
Court, against her executors. - 

On the hearing. in the Cireuit Court Judge 
Pigot fixed the permitted rent in November, 
1925, at 10s. 8d. per week. As the appellant 
had been paying £1 a week for a long period 
previously, he sought a substantial refund on 
account of overpayments of rent. 

On behalf of the respondent it was con- 
tended that, while the entire premises were 
let in 1914, the shop occupied by the ap- 
pellant was first let in 1923, when the 
appellant became tenant, and that Judge 
Pigot’s apportionment of the rent took effect 
only from the date of the application. 

Dealing with the respondent's contention, 
Mr. Commissioner Fitzgerald remarked that 
it seemed strange that the case of Carroll v. 
Cummins, upon which the respondent relied, 
had never been appealed from before. It 
was conceded by counsel for the respondent 
that under the Rent Act of 1920 and under 
the English: decisions the tenant would have 
been entitled to a refund for excess rent paid, 
but counsel for the respondent. also argued 
that the Increase of Rent ‘and. Mortgage 
Restrictions Act (Irish Free State), 1923, must 
be interpreted differently.

When a for hearing at 
Carrick-on-Shannon District Court in which 
the Northern Bank sued John Nolan, Emla, 
Co. Roscommon, and Thomas Glancy, shop- 
keeper, Cortober, Carrick-on-Shannon, for 
£15 1ls., being principal “and interest due 
‘ foot of a promissory note, Mr. J. H. 
Pettit, solicitor, for ths bank, pointed out 
that he had been notified that Glancy, being 
an undischarged bankrupt, was protected by 
the law against proceedings, and he there 
fore asked that Glancy’s name should be 
struck out of the case and the decree given 
against Nolan. : 

Mr. J. J. Ennis, manager of the bank, 
who ; coved the debt, told Mr. George 
Lynch, solicitor for the defence, thet the bill 
was a continuation of one Nolan's mother 
(as principal) had in the bank, and that 
Glancy was the surety. The bill had been 
reduced from £30 to £15. 

Mr. Lynch, for the defendant (Nolan), 
said that in law they had no legal defence, 
but in equity they had one. The boys 
mother at one time owed Glancy £30 for 
shop goods, and as Glancy wanted ready 
eash he got her to go into the bank and 
draw £30, he going bail for her.

Mr. DE VALERA, speaking in Irish, said 
that he was not going to offer any opposition 
to, the motion. His party was of opinion 
that not more than £1,000 a year should be 
pafd to the occupant of the Chair, in view 
of the large numbers of people who were 
suffering from distress and hardship in the 
coúntry.

Mr. 8. T. O'KELLY (F.F.), who aptke 
first in Irish and then in English, said that 
ou no ground that he could imagine should 
Mr. Cosgrave be voted into office. One 
would imagine that in proposing a Deputy 
for such a high office as President of the 
Executive Council some strong and sound 
reasons should be advanced as to why he 
shdtild be chosen. It was significant that 
neither the proposer nor seconder had put 
forward any reasons. He, however, had 
argiments to bring forward—and he was not 
afraid or ashamed to bring them forward— 
as to why the Deputy named should not be 
elected President. 

It was a long time since that Deputy and 
he, with others—some of whom were there 
that day—stood in an assembly similar to 
that in some respects, having been elected 
to that assembly because they had gained, 
perhaps, some credit in the country by 
reason of the fact that they claimed 
to be adherents of the gos of 
Irish independence and Irish nationality. 
To his knowledge Mr. Cosgrave did a good 
deal in those early days to preach the gospel! 
of Irish independence as Irish patriots knew 
it. “He had done his share in former years 
to get that policy and gospel understood and 
accepted by the people. That gospel which 
he preached ‘in company with others got such 
acceptance at one time that those who stood 
for a different political ideal—the ideal of an 
Ireland subordinate to the British Empire— 
weré swept out of political existence. 


that the policy which he had pursued during 
those five years should be continued. 

He knew that there was an element in 
chat assembly that would vote for Mr. Cos- 
srave—an element that, like the deputy, had 
run away from their political principies, or 
at least the political principles that they had 
held. They had stood by the deputy named 
in the past and by his policy, and presumably 
they would continue to do so. They would 
have to do so in order to save their own faces 
but their votes would not be misunderstood 
by the country. 

These were the elements that had. stood for 
different, political programmes m the last five 
years, and he took it that all of them would 
vote against the gentleman nominated, some 
for political reasons like those of his party, 
and others for economic and admunistrative 
reasons. For the honour of Ireland he would 
ask all those who did not want to give a 
vote which would mean that they approved 
of the past policy of the Government to 
hesitate before they gave a vote which would 
have any such political significance to-day. 

He could give many reasons, drawn from 
the history of the past five years, why he 
thought that the deputy nominated was un- 
fitted for the oflice. He could tell of the 
sorrows that the policy pursued by the deputy 
Lrought to many, the anguish of mind that 
he and his policy brought into so many 
homes. He could recount the awful havoc 
that his policy had brought by driving, as it 
had done, a quarter of a million of the best 
of their race out of the country.

FORGET THE PAST. 

He did not propose to hark back on the 
tragedies of the last five years. He would 
rather, if they could forget them, that they 
should try to pour all the oil they could to 
calm the waters, and to helo to make things 
smoother and easier, not so much for the 
individual, but for Iveland in the days to 
come.

nation, a nation no longer, in fact, but one 
called a dominion, subject to the British 
Empire. 

The gentleman who had been nominated 
came into public life pledged to work and to 
devote his life to achieving an Ireland free 
and independent. That was the political 
ope be used to preach. Many a time he 
and his friends had preached that gos pel— 
they had gone round the country organising 
young men, swearing them into the I.R.B.. 
the very same young men that later they 
took out and put their backs to the wall and 
shot. It would not be a fitting message to 
send to the world that they had selected as 
President a gentleman who stood for the 
history of Ireland as they knew it in the past 
five years. In that vote, at any rate. his 
(Mr. O'Kellv's) party would represent the real 
Ireland, the traditional Ireland, and vote 
against the gentleman named and the policy 
he stood for in the past, and for which he 
presumably. would continne to stand. 

If Ireland had prospered undre that régime 
there might be people who would argue that 
because material prosperity had been brought 
to the Free State i sa the leadership of the 
deputy nominated they should continue 
under that leadership and régime. Instead 
with the possible exception ‘of the famine 
years, emigration from Ireland had never 
been at such a high rate as in the last five 
years. Commerce, finance and business had 
never been at a lower ebb for perhaps half a 
century, The statistics of bankruptcies and 
of trade in general had demonstrated that. 
They knew that live stock had gone down 
not alone in value, but in very great numbers. 
during that period. 

Instead of having arguments of material 

and financial character to urge why they 
should be returned to office, the deputy and 
his party should ask to ve relieved of office 
because of their mismanagement. which had 
brought Ireland to such a low economic and 
financial position. Ireland had suffered 
nationally; it had suffered politically; it had 
not gained, in any sense that he knew of. as 
a result of the political régime of the last five 
years. Whatever chance there might be 
under anew régime, there certainly seemed 
to be none, if the political policy carried on 
in the last fve years was to be continued. 
_ After five years’ trial Ireland certainly was 
in a much worse position than when that 
gentleman took over control. If deputies 
were satisfied, if their constituents were 
satisfieg, they should vote for this gentleman. 
If, however, they thought that Ireland's posi- 
tion, commercially and financially, was pot 
what it ought to he. then they should try: to 
make a change—a change could not be for 
the worse. He doubted if anybody else in 
control could have allowed things io run to 
such a low ebb as they had run during the 
last five and a half years. 

When Mr. Cosgrave got into power he 
brought partition into @ull and complete 
operation for the first time in the history of 
the country, end that was but one of the 
reasons why Mr. Cosgrave should not be 
elected.

It struck him as extraordinary 
that Mr. O'Kelly, although he opposed the 
election of Mr. Cosgrave, had not suggested 
an alternative. Was it’ the intention of 
Fianna Fail to. nominate a President? The 
Farmers’ Party had compared the merits oí 
the two largest parties now in the House. 
They were of opinion that the record of Mr. 
Cosgrave s Government did net coincide with 
Mr. O’Kelly’s description of it.

The Public Safety Act was a monstrous in- 
fringement of some of the most sacred rights 
in the Constitution, and if there had been a 
necessity for it in the past—which he com- 
pletely denied—there was no necessity for it 
to-day, and it would be a bold gesture, an 
act of graciousness and good-will, which 
would augur well for the future conduct of 
that Assembly and of the State if Deputy 
Cosgrave would announce now that the Act 
would be, withdrawn from the Statute Book. 

He would continue to reserve to himself 
and those who were left with him— (laughter) 
—the right to criticise and to speak and vote 
by way of independent opposition. He had 
no hand, act, or part in the troublesome 
times referred to in earlier stages of that 
debate, and, therefore, he could taken as 
genuinely wishing that that portion of their 
history should be regarded as a closed 
chapter. He wanted them to go forward 
with a full and representative Dail, to get 
down to consider the immediate economic 
needs of every individual interest in this 
State. 

If he were in a position to nominate some-

THE INTERESTS OF IRELAND. 


Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said 
that in most countries in which there were 
parliamentary Governments debates like that 
would not take place. The King or Governor- 
General or President would send for some- 

y to form a Government. The Free State 
Constitution provided that the head of the 
Executive ‘Council should be nominated by 
the Dail. | 

It was impossible to go over the recent 
political history of the country on such an 
occasion, and he would not attempt it; but 
he would like to reply to some of the criti- 
cisms of Deputy 8. T. O'Kelly. There was 
n» foundation whatever for the suggestion 
that President Cosgrave's policy had at any 
time been dictated by the interests of any 
country other than Ireland. He had been 
associated with President Cosgrave for a con- 
siderable time, and he knew very well what 
the President's motives were on most occa- 
sions. He had been in consultation with the 
President before decisions were taken on a 
great many occasions, and at all times the 
object of the President's policy was to pro- 
mote the interests of the country and of Irish 
nationality. , 

There was a sort of suggestion in Deputy 
O'Kelly s speech that on his party's side was 
‘‘ virtue and honour ' and on the Govern- 
ment’s side “ the Saxon and guilt." (Hear, 
hear, from Fianna Fail Deputies.) That was 
all very well for an election platform, but it 
did not bear any relation to reality. Presi- 
dent Cosgrave was one of those who recog- 
nised’ that the signing of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty of 1921 was a great victory for Ire- 
land. He recognised, moreover, that the 
great majority of the people of the country 
wanted that Treaty. Since then the Presi- 
dent had been one of those who had worked 
to secure that the will of the majority of the 
i Y of the country would be effective, 

e did not want to indulge in recriminations, 
but he would say that President Cosgrave 
had safeguarded and promoted the interests 
and improved the status of the country. Not 
only hed the status which the Treaty gave 
been reduced to actuality, but their status 
had been increased, and the honour, credit 
and reputation of the county had been in- 


creased. 
THE TOUSHSTONE. 

The Government had done a great deal to 
secure that the Irish language should be pre- 
served. He rega e question of the 
language as the touchstone in matters of 
nationality, and that if it were allowed to die 
out there could be no continuance and no 
preservation of the Irish nation. The Govern- 
ment might not have been able to do all that 
might have been done to preserve the 
janguage, but they had done more than any 

dy people were able to do in the past. 

The Government had secured entry to the 
League of Nations, they had secured a place 
for the Free State at the League, and had got 
their status recognised by the nations there ; 
and in every respect they had endeavoured to 
do what was thought to be best for the

any possible progress in the country—a crime 
which, if repeated, would have had results 
that could not be foreseen or foretold, and 
that might have led to the definite '' Bal- 
kanisation " of the country. It was a crime 
that called for the very strongest steps to 
secure that it would not be repeated. 

There was no use in talking about Coercion 
Acts. Coercion by the British Government. 
applied to the majority of the Irish people 
was one thing, and coercion applied to a 
criminal minority in the interests of the 
ordinary Irish people was quite another 
thing. People said that the Public Safety 
Act was more drastic than any Act-that the 
British ever ssed. He did not know 
whether it was or not, but it ought to have 


n. 

As to the gesture of good-will, the Govern- 
ment did not want to prevent ihe growth 
of a spirit of amity and concord in the 
country. The Government wanted that 
spirit, and during the years they had the 
responsibility and powers of Government they 
had tried to do what they believed was in 
the best interests of the majority of the 


people. 

In his office President Cosgrave had been 
unsparing of himself. He bad heen ccn- 
scientious, courageous and resourceful in 
every emergency. He believed that the 
President had done very good work for tne 
country, and that, in circumstances which 
were now happily over as a result of the 
feeling of that Wouse-the filling up of that 
House was the best thing that had Scemened 
for a long time—Fresident Cosgrave would 
be able to do farther good work for their 


country. 
POLITICAL STABILITY. 


MR. LEMASS ON THE SAFETY 
i ACT 

Mr. 8. LEMASS (Fianna Fail, South Dub. 
lin) said that as the Minister had effectively 
killed Captain Redmond’s hope that the 
Public Safety Act would be repealed it was 
as well to emphasise the fact. The Minister 
objected to its being called a Coercion Act, 
but whether he liked it or not it was a Coer- 
cron Act. and during the election campaign 
the Deputy, whose name had been proposed, 
stated definitely that it was his intention if 
elected to put the Act into full and complete 
uperation. 

The majority of Deputies had realised that 
before there could be political progress or 
economic recenstruction it was necessary to 
have what was called political stability, a 
sense of good feeling between Irishmen, and 
co-operation between political parties. Would 
a policy of coercion help the growth of that 
political stability which alone could make 


prosperit ible in the country ? 

They had already had a fevdtante of the 
operations of the Public Safety Act. There 
hed been a man arrested and imprisoned in 
Dublin, the son of one of the executed men 
of Easter Week, on the suspicion of a police 
officer. In the country a Superintendent of 
Police attended the Fianna Fail meetings 
during the election for the purpose of inter- 
rupting and heckling the speakers, and when 
ene of those speakers had the audacity to 

rotest he was promptly arrested and put 

nto Limerick Jail. . 

They were told that this Act was for the 
purpose of suppressing crime, but, he added, 
SI believe it is intended, and will be used, 
for the purpose of restricting and prohibiting 
i the political activities of the opponents of 

the Government.” 

He asked uties to think how long it 
would take, with a liberal use of the powers 
in the Safety Act, before the dying embers 
of the fires of civil strife would be fanned 


into flames again. 
SOLUTIONS ESSENTIAL. 

They had many serious problems to solve 
during the coming hs—problems, the 
solution of which was essential to the sur- 
vival of the Irish nation. There was the 
problem of unemployment. He had got the 
impression that the Ministers of the late 
Government were utterly incapable of under- 
standing the ‘remendous importance of that 
problem and the necessity of making some 
serious effort to solve it in the interests of 
the Irish nation. There was problem of 
emigration, Some 280,000 of the finest of 
their men and women had emigrated in the 
last few years to seek the subsistence and 
livelihood tha

independence and a united Ireland. If we 
can get from che people the necessary power, 
anu 1t can be done with safety to the nation, 
we do mtend to alter the Lreaty and the 
Constitution wherever they are in conflict 
with the national interest.” 

Who told Deputy Heffernan that he spoke 
for the farmers of Ireland! On the Fianna 
Fail benches there were three times the 
number of farmers that there were in Mr. 
Heffernan’s party, and, with their co-operation 
and that of the business men in the Fianna 
Fail Party, they could, and had, hammered 
out an economic policy that would speedily 
alter the position of aftairs in the country. 

Mr. HEFFERN AN—For the worse. 

Mr. LEMASS said that Mr. Blythe had 
said that the Government's policy was not 
dictated by interest from another country. 
He did not know whether that statement was 
true or not, but he did know that the policy 
af the Executive had operated to the benefit 
of another country against the interests of 
Ireland. 

If a serious effort were made to unite the 
people of Ireland to face the problems con- 
fronting them, that effort would not fail, and 
they asked deputies, particularly outside the 
ranks of Cumann na nGaedheal, to abolish 
immediate past dissensions, to wipe out of 
recollection the late bitterness and jealousies 
created in the country by the civil war, and 
to make it possible for all Irishmen to wish 
to serve the Irish nation to come together 
and work for themselves and [reland. 

“We believe that the first step towards 
that end must be the removal from office of a 
Government which feels it cannot retain its 
position except through the operation of such 
drastic powers as the Public Safety Act.” 
He asked deputies to take that step in 
national reconstruction by voting against the

BELFAST, Tuesd wy. 

The autumn session of the Parliament of 
Northern lreland opened to-day. There was 
a large attendance of members representing 
all parties in the House, but none of the 
Tyrone and Fermanagh members of the 
Nationalist Party put im an appearance, and 
there was considerable. speculation as to when 
they would take their seats. 

NEW BILLS. 

At the outset the Minister of Home Affairs 
(Sir Dawson Bates) introduced the Rent and 
Mortgage Interest Restrictions (Amendment 
Bill, and it was read a first time. The bil 
will deal with houses let with furniture, and 
the obtaining of possession of houses by mis- 
representation. 

A first reading was also given to a bill to 
amend the Housing Act. 

EXPIRING LAWS. 

The Attorney-General (the Right Hon. A. 
B. Babington) moved the second reading of 
the Expiring Laws Continuance Bill, He said 
there were only two matters about which 
there was any serious controversy this time 
last year, when a similar bill was introduced. 
These were the Emergency Powers Act, 1921. 
and the Civil Authorities Special Powers Act. 
1922, and he assumed that there would again 
be a certain amount of discussion in reference 
to these two Acts when the bill came into 
Committee 

Mr. William M‘Mullan (Labour) said that 
the Attorney-General had given no reason for 
retaining these measures. They were brought 
into operatiof at a time when there was a 
state of emergency, which had now passed. 
If it has got anything to do with the political 
situation in Southern Ireland 

The Speaker (intervening) said that it was 
not possible to discuss the merits of any 
particular Act included under the Expiring 
Laws Continuance Bill until the Committee 
stage, when the hon. member could move to 
leave out any of them 

Mr. McMullan said that he would move the 
deletion of the Civil Authorities Special 
Powers Act in Committee. 

Mr. Devlin asked if it was not usual to 
introduce this measure at the end of the 
session instead of the middle. 

The Prime Minister—It has been brought in 
at this stage to meet the convenience of the 
House, so that there may be a certain amount 
of business to proceed with. 

The second reading was passed, and the 
Committee stage will be taken to-morrow. 

A PURE MIL® SUPPLY. 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates) moved the second reading of the Sale 
of Milk Bill, which, he said, followed the lines 
of the Act recently passed in the British 
Parliament. There was already on the Statute 
Book legislation to ensure the production of 
milk under sanitary conditions, but it must 


‘be admitted that some of these laws were not 


enforced as well as they might be. One of 
the most important elements. in the fight 
against tuberculosis, was the supply of pure 
milk. The prerent measure was purely of a 
voluntary kind. The scheme would enable 
milk producers to sell their milk as Grade A, 
tuberculin tested, or under some other 
designation; but before the producer was 
allowed to use any of these designations 
signifying that the milk was free from 
tuberculin bacilli he must apply for and 
obtain a licence, and submit his premises and 
herds to periodical inspections and tests. 

Mr. 8. Kyle (Labour) said that he welcomed 
the measure, which he hoped .would lead to 
a more extensive supply of Grade A and 
tuberculin tested milk. The: Belfast: Co- 
operative Society had ba to considerable 
expense to ensure a good milk supply for the 
citizens of Belfast, and from one-fifth to one- 
sixth of the entire population is supplied hy 
this society. The methods adopted by the 
society to deliver milk in sealed bottles was 
worth imitation by other traders. He re- 
ferred to reports submitted to the Portadown 
Urban Counoil in regard to the milk supplied 
in that area, and hoped that one result of 
the. bill would be the extension of herds for 
the supply of tuberculin-tested milk. 

LICENSED MILK SELLERS. 

Mr. Wilham Grant (Unionist Labour) sup- 
ported the second reading of the bill. He re- 
gretted that it was based upon a voluntary 
principle, and declared that he would prefer 
if it had been a compulsory measure. Every 
person who sold milk should be licensed and 
made to sell pure milk. 

Mr. Patrick O’Neill (Nationalist) said that 
he did not see the necessity for the measure, 
which would only add to the number of bills 
passed by the House of an irritating nature. 
and it ‘would not achieve the object desired. 
There were sufficient laws at present to ep 
sure a pure milk supply. He was of the 
opinion that the bill would enable the larger 
traders to get higher prices and also enable 
them to trample upon the smaller traders. 

Sir Dawson Bates said that at present a 
great many persons were selling to the public 
milk which they declared was tuberculin 
tested. In future such persons would be re- 
quired to get a licence and comply with the 
prescribed conditions, including periodical 
inspection, before they attempted to sell to 
the public milk under a guarantee. 

THE COST OF LICENCES. 

Mr. M‘Allister (Nationalist) objected to the 
continuance in the bill of the principle which 
he frequently objected to in other measures of 
introducing a minimum fine. Thev should 
allow magistrates a free hand or abolish them 
altogether. He also asked what would be the 
cost of the licences. 

Sir Dawson Bates—You will have to wait 
and see 
Mr. Devlin—I think that we ought to know. 
It has been stated here that one of the 
purposes of the bill is to help the larger 
trader—— 

Sir Dawson Bates—I did not say so. There 
is no intention of making the cost so high 
that it will be prohibitive. 

Mr. Devlin—You have taken six months to 
consider this bill; it is the only legislation 
which you have so far submitted. You should 
have in your mind an idea approximately of 
what the amount is going to be. 

Sir Dawson Bates—The more persons. who 
take out licences the smaller the cost of the 
licence. 

The Minister of Agriculture (Right Hon. 
E. M. Archdale) said that milk was being 
sold as Grade A and tuberculin tested, but 
to be perfectly free these herds would require 
to be tested every six months. There were 
four or five herds in Northern Ireland pro- 
ducing tuberculin tested milk under guaran- 
teed conditions, and the Mistry wished to 
encourage an increase in the number of such 
herds; but as long .s other people siaimea 
to be producing tuberculin-tested milk they 
were not likely to make much headway. 

The bill was read a second time. 

COMING MEASURES. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
Gyle (Independent Uniomst) said that he 
would like to ask the Prime Minister whether 
it is his intention to irtroduce an amonding 
bill to the 1923 Intoxieat‘ng Liquor Ax:

KILLALA AND AOHONRY, 


 CONGRATUEATION OF 
DH; ORR.

The Synod of the United Dioceses of Killala 
and Achonry held its twentieth session in 
Ballina yésterday, the Bishop, the Right Rev. 
John Orr, D.D., presiding. 

Dr. Orr expressed regret at the tragic death 
of Dean Allen, who, he said, was so unselfish, 
so generous, so wise and so sincere, that 
whatever he had to say always carried great 
weight. He also referred to the resignation 
of Dean Landey, Ballina, from the active 
ministry of the Chureh, and spoke warmly éf 
his work as Diocesan Secretary for sixteen 
years. 

Continuing, Dr. Orr said that the Diocesan 
Stipend Fund income account showed a credit 
balance on 3ist December last of £550, but 
this represented the accumulation of many 
years, The actual saving on the year was 
only £42. There was need to exercise the 
greatest care in dealing with the balance, 
especially when they took into consideration 
the fact that there was likely to be a diminu- 
tion rather than an increase in the amount 
subscribed for assessment, owing to the de- 
parture of many large subscribers. 

This, said Dr. Orr, was the last Synod of 
Killala at which he would have the honour 
of presiding. He had been their bishop for 
four years. In recent years their Church 
had passed through anxious and critical times, 
but he thought that the trial had only served 
to strengthen the loyalty of their people. He 
would leave the West with the happiest 
memories of the vears that he had spent 
there, and he would never cease to pray that 
God would continue to bless the work of their 
dear old Church of Ireland in these parts. 

Archdeacon Colvin said that the bishop's 
kindness and sympathy and able administra- 
tion of the affairs of the diocese had made 
them feel that they were losing a sincere friend 
and an able administrator. While regretting his 
departure from amongst them, they con- 
gratulated him on his translation to the 
Diocese of Meath. He then proposed a re- 
solution of regret at losing Dr. Orr's services, 
and of congratulation on his new appointment, 

Major C. A. O’Hara, H.M.L., seconded the 
proposal. 

Dr. Orr, in reply, said that his translation 
was not of his own wish, and he had no al- 
ternative in the matter. He would always be 
ready to help anyone from the United 
Dioceses of Killala and Achonry, which he 
would always love. 


SUPERANNUATI®C!! SCHEME. 

The Rev. J. F. Little moved that the Synod 
considers that the Clergy Superannuation 
Scheme should be amended so as to permit of 
retirement on full pension when 42 years’ ser- 
vice had been completed, and to make it ob- 
ligatory on attaining 70 years of age. He 
said that in later years the work in parishes 
had been trebled, and curates were almost as 
extinct as the dodo. 

At the last General Synod the Archbishop 
of Dublin brought in a measure practically 
preventing clergy from looking for pensions 
or retiring at all In other professions, like 
the Army and Navy, men on reaching the 
age of 65 were allowed to retire. Civil ser- 
vants also were allowed to retire at 65 years 


‘of age, and he did not see why difficulties 


should be placed in the way of a clergvman’s 
retiring. It was almost time for his relatives 
to order his coffin. 

Canon Jackson, seconded. 

Captain Jones opposed the motion, which, he 
said, was inopportune, 

When the bishop explained that this was 
a matter that could be dealt with only by the 
General Synod, Mr. Little withdrew his 
motion.

_OSSORY. 


DR. DAY’S APPEAL FOR 
MISSIONS. 


The Bishop of Ossory (the Right Rev, Dr. 
Day) presided at the annual meeting of the 
Ossory Diocesan Synod, held in St. Canice's 
Cathedral, Kilkenny, yesterday. 

Dr. Day spoke of the great loss which their 
Church and country had sustained in the 
death of the Provost of Trinity College, a 


.former Bishop of Ossory. By his influence and 


teaching in the Divinity School of Trinity 
College he had left a lasting mark on, the 
Church of Ireland. During the four years 
of his episcopate in Ossory ‘Dr. Bernard won 
the confidence of the whole diocese. For him- 
self, he could never forget what he owed to 
Dr. . Bernard, and would always count his 
friendship as one of the greatest blessings 
of his life. 

With reference to the financial position of 
the diocese, he said that, on the whole, it was 
satisfactory. Many of the smaller parishes 
were having a very hard struggle to keep out 
of debt in these days of reduced Church 
population and agricultural depression. There 
never was a time in the history of the Church 
of Ireland when their people gave as gene- 
rously for the work of God as they are doing 
at the present time. The diocese had con- 
tributed during the year £685 18s. 11d. to 
foreign missions, an increase of more than 
£835 as compared with last year. 

He made a strong appeaf for further effort 
on behalf of foreign missions, and asked, if 
they loved the Church of Ireland and valued 
the Sunday Services in their parish churches 
at home, could they bear to think of their 
kith and kin away in Western Canada or the 
Australian bush, or in Kenya or Rhodesia, 
living in utter loneliness, cut off from the 
ministrations of the Church, and perhaps only 
visited by a padre once or twice a year? 
It was of vital importance from the point of 
view of the Misions to the Heathen that the 
spiritual needs of their own people in Heathen 
lands should be k supplied, and for 
this purpose the Bishops overseas asked for 
at least 200 new workers, !argely clergymen, 
and for the money to support them.

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MR. WALSH'S TARIFF CAMPAIGN.

Sir,—As the writer of the article on pro- 

tection, quoted by Sir Simon Maddock in 
to-day’s issue of the /rish Times, will you 
permit me to disclaim the “ authority’’ which 
your correspondent attributes to me. and to 
say that the publication of my article in the 
Nation does not necessarily imply editorial 
approval of all its contents? The editor of 
the Nation apparently does not believe in 
imposing a rigid uniformity of opinion ‘on 
his contributors, and it is quite probable 
that he disagrees in some respects with the 
views he allowed me to express. 

Apart from this, the quotations are mus- 
leading. They leave the impression that the 
article was written against protection. In 
fact, it went so far as to recommend the 
prohibition of certain classes of imports. If 
I condemned the existing import duties, it 
was because they were levied without condi- 
tions; there is no guarantee of their con- 
tinuance which would encourage the invest- 
ment of capital in the protected industries ; 
and their working is subject to no supervi- 
sion. Machinery to ensure that protective 
duties are used for the development of in- 
dustry, rather than for the immediate gain 
of the manufacturer, is part of the logic of 
protection, and to advocate it is certainly 
not to be an anti-protectionist.—Yours, etc.,

We regret to announce the death, on 
Monday, of Mr. Robert Nicol, at his residence, 
Blairadam, 25 Grosvenor road, Dublin.

District Justice H. L. O'Connor at the 
Mallow Sessions heard a case which was 
brought by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerve against the Mallow Race Com- 
pany, Limited, a company having share 
capital within the provisions of the Com- 
panies Consolidation Act, 1908, and its 
registered office at No. 36 Main street, 
Mallow, for, failure to comply with Section 
26 of the Act im not having forwarded to 
the Registrar of Companies a copy of its list 
of members, and summary as to its share 
capital, etc., for the year 1923, the default 
being continued for the a of 1,329 days. 

Mr. D. Casey, State Solicitor, prosecuted ; 
and Mr. J. McCarthy (instructed by Mr. T. 
Golden, Mallow) represented the Mallow 
Race Company. 

Mr. Casey read correspondence between the 
Department and the Mallow Race Company, 
dating from February, 1924, when the defend- 
ug company's attention was first called to 
its failure to forward the annual list of 
members and the necessary summary for the 
vear 1923. No reply was received. Similar 
notices were sent in respect of the years 
1924 and 1925. Mr. Golden wrote on behalf 
of the race company on October 13th, 1926, 
to the Department asking for a copy of the 
last return filed with regard to the share 
capital, to which the Department replied that 
no annual return had been received. Mr. 
Golden then wrote stating that it was under- 
stood that the requirements of the Act had 
been complied with by the late Secretary, and 
added that the returns for the three years 
would be forwarded without delay. 

Subsequently communications were inter- 
changed between Mr. B. Purdon, the new 
Secretary of the Mallow Race Company, and 
the Departmeut, which terminated in a 
special warning letter being written by the 

epartment on 20th November, 1926 On 
18th December, 1926, the auditors, Messrs.

The Schools of Alsace. 


A dispute which is likely to have far- 
reaching developments has arisen between 
the Roman Catholic Bishop of Strasbourg 
and the Mayor of that Alsatian city. The 
Mayor, M. Peirotes, is a Socialist, and a 
strong advocate of the French national 
policy of secularisation.

Hats. 


The British Felt Hat Manufacturers 
Association is anxious that all hats 
imported into Britain from abroad shall 
bear an indication of origin. Important 
sections of the hat trade have objected to 
this suggestion on the ground that it 
would be unfair to stamp a hat as foreign 
simply because the ‘“hat-body’’ was 
manulactured outside the country. It is 
quite common for the mere framework of 
hats, especially women's hats, to be 
imported, although the whole genius of 
the finished product is native. The 
Association admits the justice of this 
contention, but pleads that it is difficult 
to establish any generally acceptable 
definition of the point at which a hat- 
body becomes a hat. This intricate 
problem was argued before the Standing 
Committee under the Merchandise Marks 
Act, and expert witnesses, confronted 
with specimens of hats and hat-bodies, 
were found to be hopelessly at variance 
concerning the point at which one merged 
into the other. The Committee, whose 
report was issued last week, came to the 
conclusion that it was wiser not to attempt 
a definition, and that any system of 
marking should be applicable equally to 
both categories. The difficulty resembles 
an attempt to determine how many grains 
constitute a heap. A covering for the 
head which keeps off the rain and the 
heat of the sun might pass for a definition, 
but an inverted n serves this end, 
and “creations’’ light as gossamer and 
fragile as a butterfly’s wing, which 
patently are masterpieces of hattery, are 
but ill-adapted for such purposes. Who 
can say which trimming or shade of colour 
is mere ornament and which is the 
foundation or hat-body? It appears 
comparatively easy to decide the point at 
which masculine headgear becomes 
sufficiently wearable to escape comment.

A Threatened Industry. 


An uninhabited island in the Pacific 
Ocean was a bleak enough prospect for the 
shipwrecked mariner if it did not contain 
a few coco-nut trees. With a supply of 
this most serviceable fruit at hand, the 
castaway might manage to keep body and 
soul together until the arrival of a rescue 
party or of the cannibals. The nut itself 
has an agreeable flavour and is rich in 
vitamines, and there is scarcely. a part of 
the tree that cannot be put to some use 
by an ingenious man—especially if he 
happens to have read “ The Swiss Family 
Robinson.” The kernel contains fat, from 
which it is possible to make candles and 
soap. Ropes and nets may be made from 
the fibre of the shell. The bark of the 
growing tree yields refreshing drink. 
which, when fermented, becomes an 
alcoholic liquor. Naturally, the virtues of 
the coco-nut palm have not been overlooked 
in modern commerce. Introduced into 
Ceylon by the Dutch, coco-nuts have become 
one of the chief exports of the island. 
According to The Times of Ceylon, 900,000 
acres are under the palm, but the trade in 
desiccated coco-nut is threatened with 4 
serious “ slump,’” which may spell finan- 
cial ruin to many individuals and 
companies. This has been caused mainly 
by the competition of the Philippine 
Islands. Coco-nut research is carried out 
far more thoroughly in the Philippines, 
under American auspices, than anywhere 
else. Cingalese planters are being advised 
by experts that more scientific methods to 
increase the yield and to improve the 
quality of the nuts must be employed if 
Ceylon is to remain one of the chief ex- 
porting countries. Americans are the 
principal nut-consuming people, and the 
Philippine product enters the United 
States duty free. Ceylon might revive its 
languishing industry if it would inaugurate 
a campaign in Europe to induce people to 
eat more coco-nuts, 


ARMISTICE DAY 
CELEBRATIONS. 


BRITISH HOME OFFICE 
ARRANGEMENTS. 

The Home Secretary, on behalf of the 
Cabinet, is making arrangements for the 
celebration of Armistice Day, November 
11, in London and throughout the United 
Kingdom. There will be a procession in 
London from Birdcage Walk via the Horse 
Guards to Whitehall, where wreaths from 
the Royal Family, the Government, the 
Services, and Dominions will be laid on 
the Cenotaph. The King will deposit a 
wreath, and a short Service, conducted by 
the Bishop of London, will be held at the 
Cenotaph. There will also be a special 
Service in Westminster Abbey, and pro- 
vision will be made for the general public 
to pass the grave of the Unknown Soldier. 

A two minutes’ silence will be observed 
from the first stroke of Big Ben at 11 
o’clock, throughout the United Kingdom, 
local authorities everywhere being asked 
to arrange for a temporary suspension of 
traffic during the interval. It is par- 
ticularly notified that at all ceremonies 
marking the Armistice anniversary, war 
medals and decorations may be worn, with 
civilian dress by ex-officers and ex-Service 
men, members of nursing services, and 
other women te whom they, have, been 
awarded. The holders of war medals and 
decorations which were awarded to those 
who have since died have permission to 
wear such medals and decorations on the 
right breast.

ALFRED MOND'S 
TRIBUTE, 


In my young days women were dressed 
in voluminous folds, flounces and fur- 
belows. Now there is a complete change. 
There is less of the voluminous folds to be 
observed, but women are doing their best 
for British industry, said Lord Reading 
at the anniversary festival dinner of. the 
Royal Metal Trades Pensions and 
Benevolent Society at the Hotel Cecil, 
London, last night. 

Each and every one of them, he said, 
contrives to put the best leg forward. 
(Laughter.) I need scarcely say that that 
means a very considerable development in 
British industry. (Renewed laughter.) 

The British workman, he said, was as 
good a product as they could possibly find.

THE LOCKED DOOR.

As the motion was 
put to the House immediately afterwards, 
however, it was obvious that he had not 
raised any serious objection to Mr.

Elected unanimously, the popular 
Speaker of the House took his seat amidst 
applause. Government, Independent, 
Farmer, Labour and all the National 
League deputies rose to their feet, and, 
seeing this, Mr. de Valera also rose, 
followed in sections by his party, who 
apparently had not anticipated this. 

Mr. Hayes briefly returned thanks, and 
we proceeded to the more momentous 
business of electing a President of the 
Executive Council. From a lofty seat at 
the back ‘of the mountain, Mr. Gearoid 
O'Sullivan, making a brief first contribu- 
tion to the oratory of the Dail, proposed 
Mr. Cosgrave, which was seconded as 
briefly by Mr. Peadar Doyle, of Dublin 
City South. 


A GAELIC SPEECH. 


There was a moment's pause while we 
waited for the storm to break. But there 
was not. any storm—only Mr, Sean if 
O’Kelly, rising slowly, gripping the desk 
in front of him with both hands, and 
launching into a torrent of Gaelic. 
Fifteen minutes later he was still going 
strong, and a large number of deputies 
and Pressmen had gone out for a smoke.

At this dubious remark a murmur ran 
around the Chamber, and Mr. O'Kelly 
hastened to qualify it by saying that 
things were not so safe a few years ago.

MISS M4cLENNAN’S 
FEAT. 


MISS EDERLE’S TIME 
BEATEN.

Miss Mona MacLennan, who is Dr. 
Dorothy Cochran Logan, of Harley street, 
London, has swum the English Channel 
from Cap Grisnez to Folkestone beach in 
15 hours and 12 minutes. Her time was 
shorter by two hours and five minutes 
than that in which Miss Gleitze did the 
swim last week, and*she beat Miss 
Ederle’s 1926 ‘record ” by one hour and 
nineteen minutes. 

Miss MacLennan entered the water at 
7.40 p.m. on Monday. Early yesterday 
morning sirens announced her landing on 
Folkestone beach. She lookeed remark. 
ably fresh, and chatted gaily to people or 
the beach. There were not more than 
fifty spectators of her landing. They 
were taken by surprise, but cheered her 
vigorously. The boatmen who accom- 
panied Miss MacLennan said that she 
swam magnificently. They added that it 
was a splendid moonlight night, an! the 
water was smooth and warm. 

It will be remembered that on the 29th 
of last September Miss MacLennan swam 
for 25 hours, and was within a mile and 
a half of Admiralty Pier, Dover, when 
she had to leave the water ; and on August 
30th this year she swam for 14 hours and 
1G minutes in heavy seas. 


HER TRAINER PRAISED. 

When Miss MacLennan was told that 
by her success she had set up a second 
“record ” for herself, she said: ‘‘ What 
a life it is, and what unexpected things 
happen! It is all Carey’s (her trainer’s) 
doings. It was Carey who started me on 
this, and I would never have thought of 
trying these swims if he had not bothered 
me into it last year.’’ 

Asked if she had any bad time, she 
said: ““I had an awful fright. I bumped 
into something, which I now think must 
have been a jelly fish. I had not met any 
this year ; for the sea has not been warm 
enough. It was not a stinging one, I am 
glad to say. I felt seasick going over in 
the boat ; that was one of the worst parts 
of it.”’ 

When asked, “Did you lose heart at 
any time?” Miss Maclennan replied: 
“T seemed to be in sight of the cliffs 
so long, and going down the coast with 
them still in sight, I thought I should 
get no further. That was the only time ; 
but they said on the accompanying boat 


that it was all right, and so apparently 


it was.”’ 

Throughout the swim Miss MacLennan 
was all right until she got near to 
Shakespeare Cliff, when, thinking that 
matters were going against her, she was 
inclined to leave the water. Essence of 
meat extract, sugar and a little chocolate 
were her only nourishment throughout. 

No person is more delighted at her 
success than Carey, the trainer, who is 
described by Miss MacLennan as 
“wonderful.” He is a motor ‘bus driver 
on.the Hythe-Folkestone road, and has 

t i 
been ‘warmly congratulated by the people 
of Hythe and his fellow-employés. 

VIRTUE OF PLAIN FOOD. 

Dr. Logan (Miss MacLennan) is a 
Doctor of Medicine, and has been in 
charge of special departments in various 
hospitals. She served as surgeon at a 
woman's hospital in France, and now is 
a medical officer at Kings College 
Hospital, Denmark Hill, London. 

Mrs. Logan is greatly pleased by her 
daughter’s success, and declares that she 
is the proudest mother in England. “I 
attribute much of my daughter's: success 
to the plain, wholesome food which I 
have given her from her infancy,’’ said 
Mrs. Logan.

THE ATLANTIC. 


QUEEN OF BEAUTY 
BOUND FOR PARIS. 


SURPRISE START 


OFF THE IRISH 
COAST TO-NIGHT, 


ISS Ruth Elder, who won a 
beauty competition in Atlantic 
City, and then, twelve months ago, 
took up flying, is flying the Atlantic. 
She left Roosevelt Field, New 
York, last evening at 5.4 o’clock 
(10.4 p.m. British time) in her aero- 
plane the American Girl, for Paris. 
The start was made iz. the face of 
prospects of at least 600 miles of un- 
favourable weather on the Atlantic. 
It is hardly likely that the aero- 
plane will be in the vicinity of Ire- 
land until late this evening—pro- 
bably between eight and nine o’clock. 


EQUIPPED WITH 
WIRELESS. 


YELLOW, CRIMSON AND 
BLACK AEROPLANE.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Miss Elder’s aeroplane, which left 
Roosevelt Field this afternoon, can be dis- 
tinguished in the air by its bright orange 
colour, and its number, N X 1384, which 
is painted in black letters on the wings. 
The machine is a single-engined mono- 
plane, and its nose is a dark crimson. 

The aeroplane is equipped with a small 
wireless set, with a range of twenty-five 
miles, which Captain Haldeman, who 
accompanies Miss Elder as co-pilot and 
navigator, states, will only be used in an 
emergency. 

A score of ocean liners are in the path 
to be followed in this attempted non-stop 
flight to Paris, including the 
MAURETANIA, FRANCE, 

OLYMPIC, PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 
CALEDONIA, 

The aviators carry with them about nine 
pounds of food, consisting of six turkey 
sandwiches, six cheese sandwiches, two 
quarts of coffee, one quart of beef tea, 
some bars of chocolate, and a few oranges. 

Miss Elder was dressed in a golfing 
attire, with a plaid sweater, thick stock- 
ings, Oxford shoes, and light woollen 
knickers, and had a multi-coloured band 
round her head. 

Captain Haldeman wore a dark blue 
lounge suit and gray cap. Both the fliers, 
however, also donned the fur-lined one- 
piece flying suit worn by Army airmen as 
a protection against the piercing winds 
and freezing temperature. 

FLYING DUE EAST. 

Before leaving Mr. Haldeman said that 
he intended to fly along the steamship 
lines all the way across the Atlantic. 
He would fly entirely by his instruments, 
even if they encountered fog. 

He claimed that the flight would entail 
the longest distance over water ever 
attempted—namely, 3,600 miles. 

After leaving New York, he said, the 
aeroplane would head due East for a 
distance of 1,240 miles, and would then 
change her course to the North-East for 
the rest of the distance across the Ocean 
direct to Paris. 

Previous American trans-Atlantic flyers 
have followed the great circle route, flying 
first overland to Newfoundland before 
launching out across the Ocean. 

HER GREATEST DAY. 

Miss Elder, who is 23 years old, comes 
from Old Lakeland (Florida), is a 
licensed pilot, having recently passed her 
flying tests, and will take turns with Mr. 
Haldeman at the controls, She declared 
that she had complete faith in the prayers 
of her mother, Mrs. J. O. Elder, of Annis- 
tonala, for a safe flight to Paris. 

“ My mother has prayed for me, and I 
am confident in her prayers, she said. 
Miss Elder, whose married name is Mrs. 
Lyle Womack, received a telegram fom 
her husband, who is at present in Balbos, 
and another from her mother shortly 
before the take-off. 

In addition, she has been given many 
“good luck ” tokens by friends, but she 
carried only two souvenirs—a ring of 
Oriental design, presented her by a 
woman friend, and a small Testament, 
given her by her mother. 

At the critical hour she became very 
nervous, and jumped up and down in her 
excitement. “ This is the greatest day of 
my life,’’ she said. 

Mr. Haldeman, on the other hand, wore 
a grim, determined look as he exclaimed, 
almost fiercely: “I'll do it.” His wife 
sat in a motor car near the waiting 
machine while the tanks were being filled 
up. “I shall be thrilled to see George 
take-off,"" she declared;

MEXICAN REVOLT. 


WHOLESALE SHOOTINGS 
” ICS a 
From “Tug Tiwgs ” Cornresronpent. 


NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

President Calles announced last night 
that Mexican Government troops, in a six- 
hour battle on Sunday, at Ayahualulco, in 
the State of Vera Cruz, decisively defeated 
the rebel forces. commanded by General 
Arnulfo Gomez and General Hector 
Almada, and that the military revolt is 
crushed. The report of General Gonzalo 
Escobar, who led the Federal troops, said 
that 500 infantry and cavalry had sur- 
rendered yesterday: General Gomez, he 
declared, had fled shamelessly, abandon- 
ing his companions. General Almada, 
General Medina, and General (Oscar 
Aguilar, who had been with him, fed in 
different directions. They are being pur- 
sued, and a close watch has been set upon 
the sea coast to prevent their escaping 
from the country. The rebels’ casualties 
are estimated at 150, including 50 dead, 
The casualties among the Federal troops 
are given as 52 wounded. The President 
has proclaimed a general amnesty for the 
officers and men of General Gomez's 
forces who have surrendered, but is re- 
solved to show no mercy to General 
Gomez and his present associates. The 
War Office last night announced the dis- 
missal from the Army of four Generals of 
Division and 20 Brigadiers, whom it 
charged with being implicated in the 
revolt. 

The Government is continuing its policy 
cf wholesale executions. In the week 
since the revolt began it has had shot 18 
Generals and 64 others, and the list is 
not yet fully known. On Sunday a firing 
squad shot General Porfirio Gonzales at 
Monterey, and yesterday General Carlos 
Villanueve, a formér Governor of Chiapas, 
and Senor Enrique Mantel, a former 
Senator, were executed in the capital. 
Senor Candido Aguilar, a son-in-law of 
the late President Carranza, and Senor 
Juan Barragan, who was in the Carranza 
Administration, are reported to have 
taken refuge in the Cuban Embassy, which 
is surrounded with troops to prevent 
their escape. The news of the execution 
of General Paulino Fontes, a former 
Director of the Mexican. National Rail- 
ways, with 15 of his friends, at Jalapa, in 
the State of Vera Cruz, on Sunday is now 
confirmed. Senor Felix Palavicini, for- 
merly editor of El Universal, and Senor 
Luis Elguero, chief editorial writer for 
The Excelsior, are being taken to Laredo 
for deportation. 

Americans are returning to the United 
States from Tampico, Monterey, Mexico 
City and other places-in large numbers. 
Railway traffic is suspended in the 
Southern part of the country, and trains 
to the border are running irregularly. 
The Mexican Railway connecting the 
capital and Vera Cruz is, however, running 
all trains on the main line and branches, 
except night passenger trains. 

A bill to increase the presidential term 
from four to six years passed its first 
reading in the Federal Senate last night. 
This is intended to benefit General 
Obregon, who, with the elimination of 
General Serrano and General Gomez, is 
now the only candidate for the pre- 
sidency. 


THE NEW DAIL. 


MR. COSGRAVE’S MAJORITY 


The Morning Post says :—Mr. Cosgrave's 
re-election to the Presidency of the Execu- 
tive of the Irish Free State by 76 votes to 
70 exactly fulfils expectation. It reflects the 
greatest credit on the calculations of the 
party managers, who evidently share the 
political aptitudes of their race, and who on 
this occasion have not been baffled by the 
vagaries of any Mr. John Jinks. Everybody 
seems this time to have run true to form, 
with the result that Mr. Cosgrave resumes 
his interrupted tasks, fortified by a majority 
of six. It is not a very substantial majority, 
and in British politics it would not go far, 
but in Ireland they manage these things 
differently, and Mr. Cosgrave, no doubt, sees 
his way to getting along quite comfortably. 


THE BETTER OUTLOOK. 


The Westminster Gazette remarks :—The 
divisions in the Dail now are probably wholly 
different from those which will manifest 
themselves within the next ten years. If Mr. 
de Valera learns from experience a little more 
rapidly than he has done in the past, he may 
well find himself leader of a party committed 
to a high protectionist policy before many 
years have passed, with Mr. Cosgrave leading 
a stronger party in favour of free trade But 
the mere possibility that the Free State may 
póca in this direction is sufficient assur- 
ance that the Republican Party will, by the 
pressure of events, be driven to moderate even 
the academic quarrel which they have with 
this country. For the plain fact is that 84 
per cent. of the trade of the Free State is 
with England and Northern Ireland. It is 
clearly absurd in such circumstances to at- 
tempt to infuse new life into the anti-England 
movement. At all events, the Free State's 
relations with this country have taken on a 
healthier hue, and it is doubly welcome as it 
so clearly involves a better outlook for the 
Free State itself. 


THE IRISH FREE STATE 


MINISTER’S DECLARATION 
AT TORONTO. 


From Revter’s ConasspPoNDENT, 
TORONTO, Monday. 

Speaking before the Canadian Club to- 
day Professor Smiddy, the Irish Free 
State Minister in Washington, declared 
that the Free State would play a worthy 
part as a member of the great British 
Commonwealth of Nations. She will, he 
said, like Canada, ever bear the torch of 
freedom, sectional and religious tolerance, 
enlightenment, and all that makes for the 
welfare of the peoples who form that 
Empire, and she will ever be in the fore- 
front to defend them if they are 
threatened. 

Professor Smiddy recounted the pro- 
gressive legislation enacted by the Free 
State, adding:—Ireland is a mother 
country ; her sons and daughters have con- 
tributed in large measure to the building 
of the British Empire, especially of 
Canada. 

He believed, he said, that 1,107,000 
persons of Irish descent were resident in 
Canada at the time of the last census.

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LADY CRAIGAVON'S 
SPEECH AT LARNE. 


END OF PROPORTIONAL 
REPRESENTATION.

Viscountess Craigavon, wife oí the Prime 
Minister of Northern Ireland, was the 
principal speaker at a mass meeting of the 
Unionists in Larne last night. 

Remarking that it was the intention of the 
Northern Government to do away with the 
system of proportional representation, she said 
that the Opposition migh make '“ heavy

Proportional representation did not make, 
for stable government, declared the 
Viscountess.

LESS MONEY AND TOO MUCH 
MEAT. 

At the monthly meeting of the Waterford 
Mental Hospital yesterday, two matters of 
importance to asylnm staffs in general were 
The first was the question of the 
reduction of cash allowances in lieu of rations 

‘off’? days. The allowance hitherto was 
3. Od. per day, but at a previous meeting 
were received from the Local 
Covernment Department that this must be 
reduced to Is. 44d. The second matter was 
an alteration in the present dietary scale, in 
which attendants claimed the following allow- 
ances:—Two eggs for breakfast, in lieu of 
porridge and milk; one ounce of butter extra 
daily, one pint of fresh milk for dinner; Irish 
bacon on Mondays, Wednesdays and Satur- 
days; two eggs, in lieu of fish, on Fridays; 
Irish creamery butter instead of firkin butter. 

A deputation, representing the staff, headed 
by Mr. O’Connor, General Organising Secre- 
tar’ of the Attendants’ Society, wa on 
the Committee of Management. 

Referring to the reduction in eásh allow- 
ances, Mr. O’Connor said that twelve months 
previously, when a “cut” was made of ten 
per cent. in wages, which the staff agreed 
to, mainly in the interests of peace, it was 
arranged that no alteration wot take place 
in the ration cash allowance. e figure: of 
Os, 6d. in lieu of rations was ‘granted in 
respect of two “off” days to which the staff 
were entitled by reason of agreeing to work 
Jater hours. The reduction to 1s. 44d. per 
day was equivalent to a reduction of 10s. a 
month, or another ten per cent. “cut.” Had 
the staff beeen wiser at the time of the 
previous agreement as regards the ten per 
cent. ‘cut,’ they would have obtained legal 
opinion as to their position. As the com- 
mittee had seen in the case of other institu- 
tions, they had no power to reduce the wages 
of the staff without their consent. If this 
reduction in the cash ration allowance were 
persisted in it would be tantamount to break- 
ine the agreement made twelve months ago, 
and the staff would then be within their 
rights in getting back the former ten per 
cent. “cut” by taking the matter into the 
Courts. He hoped, however, that they would 
get over the difficulty amicably. 

Canon Walsh, Chairman, pointed out that 
the reduction from 2s. 6d. to ls. 44d. was 
directed by the Local Government Depart- 
ment, 

Mr. Brennock moved, as a compromise, 
that the Local Government Department be 
asked to sanction the payment of 2s., and 
this was passed. | 

A member of the deputation complained 
of having meat every day for dinner, and 
Mr. Brennock replied that it was only a 
minority of the people that had such a com- 
plaint to make. 

Complaints were also made by the depute- 
tion of milk having been sour, and fish un- 
suitable. 

Dr. Fitzgerald, Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, said that he had not heard such 
a complaint for two years past. It was 
unfair to jump in with such complaints on 
the Committee now. 

Attendant Gallagher said that sometimes 
the meat that they got for dinner had been 
walking around the fields that morning. 

Mr. Brennock said that that could not be 
helped at certain seasons of the year.

RESCUE FROM DROWNING.

SCOUT’S BRAVE ACT. 

A seventeen-year-old scout, Frank Bletso, 
who threw down his fishing rod and dived 
into the Avon in an attempt to save two 
youths, rescuing one, received the thanks of 
the citizens of Bath from the Coroner yes- 
terday. It was, said the Coroner, a brave 
act, which was an honour to himself and the 
Scouts. 

A verdict of ‘‘ accidental drowning” was 
returned in the case of Stanley James Smith 
(18), of Chandos road, Keynsham, and 
Edward Ronald Knight (19), of Quarrington 
road, Horfield. . 

Together with Arthur Edwin Hibbert, of 
Alton road, Horfield, a van boy, they were 
rowing from Salford to Bath in a single 
pair-oared boat. They rowed up to the 
weirs, not knowing that it was dangerous to 
do so, and, not hearing any ‘warning shouts, 
the boat filled, sank, and capsized, throwing 
all three out. Hibbert clung to the boat, 
but the other two tried to reach the shore 
and disappeared, neither being good 
swimmers. Bletso jumped in after Smith, 
but, the current being very strong, failed to 
grasp him. He swam yards down the 
river after the upturned boat, with Hibbert 
clinging to it, before he could push it to 
the bank. 

The Coroner thought that 1t was extraordi- 
nary that the youths did ‘nét realise the 
danger they were incurring in approaching 
the weirs, We hoped that it would be a 
lesson to other river users.

YOUTH'S STORY OF THE SHOOTING. 

A graphic story is told by George Rawlings, 
the eighteen-years-old boy, who accompanied 
Walker on his fatal expedition into Whistling 
Copse. 

‘Mr. Walker and I were both carrying 
guns,” he said. ‘It was about 10.30 when 
we came down Wilmington lane. At#the 
time it was fog y in patches, but sometimes 
the moon ftom g break through. We were 
on the lookout for poachers, because there 
had been several complaints recently. Sud- 
denly we heard shots. They came from the 
direction of Whistling Copse, and Mr. Walker 
said: “We'll go down there for them.’ We 
tried to find out exactly where the shwoting 
came from, and at about midnight we came 
to the.gate which leads into Whistling Copse. 
We were, very quiet, and crept into the 
wood. «> 

“ When we had gone only about thirty 
yards | beard a rustling in the bushes. 
sat still while Mr. Walker went forward, and 
I heard him shout: ‘I have got you this 
time” As he spoke a shot rang out; he 
staggered and fell. As he fell he cried: 

Shoot them, shoot them.’ As I swung round 
swiftly I accidentally discharged both bartels 
of my gun, but I do not know if I hit anyone. 
The men disappeared imo the fog, and 
turned and ran down tne path. I rushed 
into the village, and raised the alarm. I 
could not see who fired the shot. I believe 
there were two men there, but I could not 
make them ont in the darkness.” 

DOG GUARDS DEAD BODY. 
There was a lengthy interval between the 


when the local constable arrived on the scene. 
It was long enough to give the poachers a 
good opportunity of making their escape 
across the country. When the policeman 
arrived the dead man’s dog, “ Nigger,’’ was 
found on guard over his master’s body, and 
he savagely resisted any attempt being made 
to reach Mr, Walker. It was only when 
another keeper, well known to the dog, 
arrived that it consented to leave the side of 
its dead master, , 

In the dense fog little could be done, 
though within an, hour police from all parts 
of North Somerset had reached the scene of 
the crime, Patrols were posted at points 


that a motor car was not used by the-esca ing 
men, though poachers in the district have 
been known to employ vehicles. 

Yesterday morning policemen were working 
with feverish haste to search the wood. Every 
portion of the fateful copse was searched for 
possible clues, but 
nothing could be discovered. 

Superintendent Stewart, of the Frome Divi- 


poachers invariably collect spent cartridges 
in. order to.leave no possible clue te their 
identity. Walker was shot through the 
throat at point blank range, and pellets have 
been extracted which may havé an important 
bearing on the case. 

THE MAN HUNT. 

There appeared to be a belief yesterday that 
the wanted men were hiding un the woods 
which surround Newton Park.’ For several 
miles the country ‘is. dénsely wooded, and if 
they could not have made goof their escape 
he poachers, it was thought, might have 
concealed themselves in one of the copses. 
‘Villagers assisted the police in organising a 
man-hunt of the strrounding country. <A 
bloodhound was obtained, and _ yesterday 
evening men with loaded guns were to be seen 
searching the woods and fields. 

Walker, who was a Malmesbury man, had 
been at Newton St. Loe about three years. 
During the war he served in the Wiltshire 
Army record. He leaves a wife and two 
young children. 

He was a very brave man, said Mrs. 
Walker yesterday, and had no fears of going 
after poacher&. He told me some time ago 
that he had been threatened by men that he 
caught 
it. He had caught several poachers, and had 
them prosecuted; but never thought it 
would one day mean that his life would be 
taken away. 

Earl Temple was informed of his keeper's 
murder early in the morning, and at once 
went to see Mrs. Walker. He said that he 
would give every assistance in bringing the 
murderer to justice. Earlier in the day the 
Chief Constable of Somerset, Lieutenant- 
Colonel H. C. Metcalfe, motored to the scene 
and assisted in the police investigations. He 
stated that he was of opinion that the crime 
had been committeed by local men, and the 
police’ were consequently combing out all 
suspicious characters in the district. 

The police who had been engaged in search- 
ing the copse for twelve hours or more have 
reason to thank a good Samaritan in Mr 
Osborne, a farmer, living a mile or two away 
Throughout the night and morning he motored 
to and from his farm with flasks of coffee and 
packets of sandwiches for the police, who, 
covered with. mud and looking unkempt and 
unshaven, burrowed through the thick under- 
growth for clues. 

Chief Detective ‘Inspector Cornish is the 
officer who brought to-justice John Robinson, 
the Charing Cross trunk murderer. 

LABOURER ARRESTED. 

A dramatic development came suddenly 
yesterday evening when:Entch George Wilfred 
Dix was arrested at his home, 4 The Close, 
Bath, and was charced with the wilful murder 
of William Walker. The man, who is aged 
34, is a labourer. and formerly worked in the 
Somerset Coal Mines. 

It is understood that when arrested he 
was suffering from gunshot wounds in the 
shoulder and groin. He will be charged be- 
fore the Bath magistrates this morning. 

Dix was driven in Superintendent Stewart's 
car to the police station at Weston, Bath, 
and was lifted out by two constables. Another 
constable removed a bicycle from the back of 
the car and carried it into the station.

On the 
previous day he watched another man who 
was. making his altitude flight put his 
machine into a spin He said: ‘ That 
seems a mac way of losing one's height 
after an altitude test.” I pointed out that 
it was a silly thing to do, and that it was 
wrong.

Lhe Coroner—Could he have got into a

‘armers have : tly hampered by 
these early wintry conditions, and: in low- 
lying parts of Counties Antrim and Armagh, 
where flooding has occurred, crops. have been 
seriously damaged. Green crops are gene- 
rally in good. condition, and promise well, 
excepting those on, low. ground, which have 
‘sufferéd from flooding. Pasture land is hold- 
ing its own well, and: live stock are re- 
ported to be in wood condition, notwith- 
standing the abnormal weather. 

' THE CROPS. 

Very little threshing has been done, and 
in most districts the wheat crop is still in 
stodks. The yield promises to be very good. 
In North Down it is reported that some has 
been sold at a price ofabout 10s. per cwt. 

The harvesting’ of the oat crop has been 
hampered by the rain, and considerable areas 
are not yet cut, while a great part of the 
crop is still in stooks. Some threshing has 
been done in the early districts, and the re- 
sults have been extremely good. If the re- 
mainder of the crop is saved under good 
conditions, a high yield is expected. “he 
quality has, however, been adversely affected 
in some districts by exposure to the rain 
during the past month.

ROAD SERVICES. 
| These increased rates and fares encouraged 
the ‘setting up of road services for all traitic, 
thereby depleting railway revenue. The 
Northern railway companies having termini 
in Belfast decided, on the termination of 
control on the 15th August, 1921, to make 
general reductions in rates and fares as from 
lst December, and, while these had the 
effect of further depleting the receipts of the 
companies, they were not sufficient to regain 
the Jost traffic. The companies hoped that, as 
a result of the arbitration proceedi which 
had then been agreed to between the tom- 
panies and the unions, and which Tribunal 
was set up almost immediately following de- 
control, substantial relief would be obtaine 
from the agreements then being worked, for 
wages, hours of and conditions of 
service, so as to admit of a further reduction 
being made in the rates and fares, with a 
view to regaining the lost traffic; but this 
hope was not realised 

viet > gs a, — of the unions to 
accept the awards made by the independent 
Chairman of the Arbitration Tribunal, the 
whole position was reviewed by the Labour 
Ministers of Northern and Southern Ireland, 
and the result was that new temporar 
agreements were arrived at in February, 1922, 
which were to hold good for six months, 
during which the Railway Commissions set 
up by the Governments in the North and 
South were to inguire into the position of the 
railways in Ireland. The reduction in charges 
had not created an improvement in trade, and 
the financial position of the company had 
continued to suffer. 


MOTOR COMPETITION. 

Road motor competition was largely directed 
against the company in the matter of goods 
traffic, and this had increased enormously. 
There was no doubt that the introduction of 
road motor competition into Northern Ireland 
was the direct result of the high rates and 
fares which the railways were compelled to 
adopt. The company, owing to high work- 
ing costs, was unable to make the 
Sacrifices in rates and fares which 
would have been necessary to combat 
this motor competition. Immediate steps 
were taken to negotiate reduction in salaries 
and wages. This had resulted, so far as the 
Belfast and County Down Railway Company 
was concerned, in relief to the extent of 
£5,539 for the period Ist June, 1926, to 3ist 
May, 1927, which, with all “ cuts” in opera- 
tion for a full year, represented a saving of 
approximately £6,000. This saving fell far 
short of meeting the necessities of the com- 
pany in view of the shrinkage in the volume 
of traffic. An appeal to the unions for relief 
in salaries, wages and conditions of service 
was not considered, and an application for the 
declassification’ of the company from Group 
1. to III. was also refused by the unions. 

FALLING OFF IN RECEIPTS. 

In their receipts for the past four years 
there was a very serious falling off :—

There were 27 regular services, over 3,000 
trips per week, and this notwithstanding that 
the concessions in rates and fares given by 
the company during the years 1924-25 were 
estimated to average a sum of £20,000 for 
each year. The receipts of the company were 
also being adversely affected by the more 
extensive use of private motor cars and motor 
lorries. 

For the year 1926 the working expenses 
exceeded receipts by £17,795, and to pay 
the debenture interest they had had recourse 
to the compensation account. The receipts 
for 1926 were less by about 24 per cent, than 
those for 1925, the actual figure being £195,418 
as against £256,787, and no dividend was paid 
either on the Preference or Ordinary stock 
for 1926

COST OF LIVING LOWER. 

The cost of living in Northern Ireland was 
lower than it was in Southern Ireland, and, 
it the application was conceded, the rates 
of salaries and wages which would still have 
to be paid to employés would be very sub- 
stantiatly in excess o1 the extra cost of living, 
and, in addition, they would still be retaining 
the universal eight-hour day, and the present 
very favourable conditions of service. 

‘the company had realised the necessity for 
every possible economy during the past three 
years, in view of the falling off in_ traffic 
receipts. The working expenses in 1924 were 
le:; than in 1923 by £27,000, while in 1925 
the saving was £40,000 as compared with 
1924, and in 1926 £7,500 as compared with 
925 


1925, 

Apart from the expenditure necessary to 
conduct the general working of the system, 
provision had not been made during the past 
three years in tha customary manner for 
future renewals, which could not go on 
indefinitely. 

£13,928 was required to pay the Debenture 
interest, and fixed charges, and on Baronial 
Guaranteed and Preference stocks £24,500, or, 
say, £38,428. The traffic receipts for the first 
nine months—i.e., to the end of September 
of the present year—showed a decrease of 
£8,176, as compared with the same period 
last year. / 

The position was that, under existing condi- 
tions, it was not possible to balance income 
and expenditure. The outlook for the rail- 
way gave rise to the gravest apprehension, 
unless a further relief was given in salaries 
and wages. The alternative to conceding the 
application must lead, sooner or later, to a 
portion, if not the whole line, being closed 
down. If the railway was to be saved there 
must be a general recognition that the work- 
ing expenses could not continue at their pre 
sent level. 

SHAREHOLDERS POSITION.

A LAST ALTERNATIVE. 

Mr, W. J. R. Squance, for the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men, also the application, and said 
that further grading ought to be recon- 
sidered to see if any steps could be adopted 
to deal with this unfair competition.

RESULT OF LOWER FARES. 

On the Donaghadee branch the result of 
the reduced fares was that for the first three 
months they carried over 14,000 more pas: 
sengers than in the previous three months of 
the last year, an increase of 54 per cent., 
and the receipts were up 6. From 
Donaghadee to Belfast, there was an increase 
of 100 per cent. in passengers, and 75 per 
cent. in receipts. 

Seventy-one per cent. of the clerical staff 
of this railway was in the lower grade, while 
other companies had only fifty pa cent. of 
their staff in the same grade. The statement 
made by Viscount Craigavon in April last 
that it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to call into consultation’ the 
representatives of railway § companies 
to agree to some scheme of reorganisation 
that would help to restore prosperity to the 
companies was on the right lines to solve the 
difficulties, and the border or politics should 
not interfere with such a conference. 

LOOKING AHEAD. 

If that Board tried to solve the difficulty by 
merely reducing the deficit on the line, instead 
of wiping it out, they would only encourage 
the present archaic system of railway organ.- 
sation. He asked the Board to wait and see 
what action would be taken along the lines 
Viscount Craigavon indicated. 

Mr. Minnis expressed appreciation of the 
assistance that had been given him by the 
stationmasters and clerks.

DR. BROWNE AND UNITY 


VIEWSAT THECATHOLIC 
TRUTH CONFERENCE.

Dr. Browne, in his paper, recalled the 
efforts that of late years had been made to 
bring about a reunion, or coalition, of some 
of the various religiows bodies, each claiming 
to be the identical established by Christ 
—the one true Church. It was a disconcerting 
position for the non-believer who was 
attracted by the story of Christ. But it would 
be some comfort to such persons, whether 
unbelievers or waveri believers, to know 
in the first place that Christ warned them to 
expect this very difficulty. He never promised 
His Church an easy passage in this world ; on 
the contrary, He made it quite plain that men 
would interfere with His work. Even in the 
lifetime of the Apostles, when Christian 
fervour was at its height, heresy and schism 
appeared. The A s were not a hundred 
years dead when a Christian writer could 
enumerate thirty-two heretical sects, each 
claiming to be the true Church. In Rome, 
duri the persecutions, there were two 
Chasáin, each calling the other heretical. 

NOT A NEW PROBLEM, 

The problem of the conflict of the Charches 
was, therefore, not a new one, not one 
their day, nor one which began with the 
Protestant revolt, In the Gospel, when 
Christ spoke of His Church, He declared that 
she would have certain striking visible 
qualities, and by these men would know her. 
When rival sects appeared man applied these 
tests, and experience proved that the spurious 
bodies, the false prophets, were always lack- 
ing in one or more of these qualities. and that 
there was only one Church which was 
possessed of all of them, and that was the true 
Church. These qualities were unity, holiness, 
universatility and apostolicity. So, instead 
of saying: 'T believe in the true Church 
of Christ,” which all claimed to be in the 
early ages, they said; ‘I believe in the one 
Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church.” ‘These 
were the marks of the Church. They had 
been incorporated in the Creeds since the 
fourth century, and they had been accepted 
hy all Christians ever since. Even Fro- 
testants to this day recited them in their 
Creed. "How they can do so and remain 
Protestant,” said the speaker, “is A 
mystery.”’ Christ's? prayer at the Last 
Supper : “ That they may be one,” and His 
reason,. the purpose of unity, were all- 
important. In a religious body there must 
ba profession of the same faith and sub- 
mission to the same central authority. 

THE BRANCH THEORY. 

A Church which does not enforce a common 
profession of faith is not a Church, but a 
group of warring sects. We have not far to 
go, said the speaker, for examples of that. 
Christ reeneed gu a visible unity that would 
be a sign and a testimony to outsiders. A 
union that was invisible, that people could 
not know, could not be a sign or mark. This 
was an important point; it prevented false 
thinking and false views about the Church. 
For instance, some years ago, one party in 
the Church of England put forward what 
was called: the Branch Theory of the Church 
—the theory that the Church consisted of 
three branches—the Greek Catholic, the 
Roman Catholic, and the Anglo-Catholic. 
This view was false for this reason: 
If the Church were such a coali- 
tion of these three groups, it would not be 
the true Church, the Church for which Christ 

rayed, because a coalition of these three 

odies would have no visible unity, no agree- 
ment about faith, no recognition of a com- 
mon authority. 
THE TRUE CHURCH. 

The lecturer dealt next with the 
quality of holiness, which, he said, was 
indispensable to the true Church. The means 
of producing sanctity among men were doc- 
trine, laws, rites and ceremonies, and, above 
all, sacraments and sacrifice. The third indis- 

nsable characteristic of the true Church was 
its catholicity. That quality required that 
the Church did not limit herself to anv 

articular area, nationality, or language. 

‘hurch that accepted the interference of the 
State in its teaching or authority could not 
be the true Church; for then there could 
not be one Universal Church, as Christ 
wished; there -vould be as many Churches 
as there were States. 

‘* Confident, as we are,’ said the lecturer, 
‘that the true Church still exists on earth, 
and knowing that Christ has been with it 
all the centuries, we can be sure that the 
Church which has kept herself free and 
independent of State control and artificial 
barriers, and which is now the most wide- 
spread, the most representative, the most 
expansive—that that surely, and no other, 
is the true Church.” 

Christ gave the commission to His apostles 
to preach and to found the Church. He 
promised to be with them all days—that is, 
to guide and assist their lawful successors, 
the men to whom they transmitted their 
commission—the bishops. No other mon, or 
body of men, could claim to found the 
Church of Christ. If they said that the 
Church of the successors of the apostles had 
gone wrong, they said that Christ did not 
keep His promise to the apostles: ‘‘ Behold 
I am with you all days, even to the consum- 
mation of the world.’’ Hence a sect which 
traced its origin to a man in the 16th 
century, or the 6th century, which began 
in revolt from the recognised successors of 
the apostles, was not the true Church, but 
a rebel sect. 

UNITY. 

There had been nothing in history like the 
unity of the Roman Church, When one con- 
sidered the huge extent of the Church, the 
area over which it operated, the differences 
of race, language, colour, politics, which it 
had to surmount; the prejudices, the inter- 
national rivalries which -it has to overcome, 
to get French and German, Irish and Eng- 
lish, coloured and white to coalesce, and 
the length of time this amazing success 
had endured, surely an explanation was 
demanded. If at different stages of her his. 
tory sections broke away, they lost the 
Divine power which was given to 
apostles under the leadership of Peter; they 
broke away at their peril, as history had 
shown. They went, or were going, the way 
of disruption and decay; but the Church of 
Rome stands unshaken; for it is built on a

T. O'Kelly, T.D., spoke first in 
Irish and then in Knglish. He proposed a 
hearty vote of thanks to Dr. Browne for his 
paper. Dr. Browne, he said, had expounded 
to them in the most simple langu the 
Catholic belief that theirs was the true Church 
of Christ. He commented on the compla- 
ceney of Irish Roman Catholics in their idea 
that they were better Catholics than any 
others, and said that in that complacency 
they were, strangely enough, the victims of 
their Protestant environment. 

He referred to the practice adopted by 
parents of sending their children to Protest- 
ant institutions, and said that such people 
encouraged their children to look up to Pro- 
testant society as something superior. Such 
pe ought to be ashamed of themselves, as 

e believed they were ashamed of thei- 
Catholicity. In the practice of his religion 
the Irish Catholic was admirable, but his 
adhegence to Catholic principles was not all 
that it ought to he. ith al) their boasting 
and bragging about their Church, Irish 
Catholics would do well to ponder on these 
matters, ‘Tolerance"’ was a word much 
misused by those who were helf-ashamed of 
their religion. It was a word that should 
mean no more than fair play; yet tolerance 
in Ireland among certain Irish Catholics too 
often meant privilege for Protestants and the 
Protestant point of view. The preponderance 
of the Protestant minority in the matter of 
office and emoluments in Dublin should give 
Catholics much food for thought. |

THE PURCHASES. 

There were four registered dairy cows and 
in-calf heifers, but none were disposed of, the 
highest bid being one of 21 guineas fdr a 
promising three-year-old heifer from Askeaton 
on her first calf. 

Of the registered dairy bulls, only one 
changed hands. This was the two-year-old 
red and white Coill Cuill Theodore, which 
Mr. Thomas B. O'Kelly, Limerick, sold to 
Mr. Patrick Buggler for 10 guineas. This 
bull was sired by Loobagh Diamond órd 
and out of a 794 gallon cow. 

The only purchase in the non-registered 
bull section was made by a County Galwa 
man, who secured the useful two-year-old, 
Milo, from Mr, John Hogan, Whitegate, 
County Clare, cheaply at 18 guineas. 

A big two-year-old British Friesian bull 
failed to sell, a bid of 17 guineas being con- 
sidered insufficient. 

Bull calves were a mixed lot. A large pro- 
portion were of good dairying strains, but 
were shown in the rough, while some were 
lacking in promise. This, coupled with the 
fact that some only of the bidders seemed to 
understand the value of milk records, mili- 
tated against trade. Most of the animals 
were taken at their face value as stores, and 
bids were on an extremely moderate level. 
Offers of from six to ten guineas were re- 
fused, the only youngster sold being Minstrel 
Boy, a red roan March calf by Loobagh 
Duke, shown by Mrs. Ellen Ward, Abbey- 
feale. . He was sold to Mrs. Margaret 
Sweeney, Patrick’s Well. 

There was a keener inquiry and somewhat 
better biddimg for heifers, but here again, 
except in one case, offers did not ‘come up fo 
expectations. Mr. C. Ryan, Pallasgreen, sold 
his red yearling, Milkmaid IV., by Mount-

HEIFER CALVES IN DEMAND. 

It was not until the heifer calves came 
under the hammer that business showed any 
liveliness. For the class of stock on offer— 
the surplus of the herds represented, with a 
few toppers—prices, though low, were re- 
garded as satisfactory. As the youngsters 
thus disposed of are likely to improve with 
age the effect on succeeding sales ought to 
be beneficial, especially amongst those who 
seek to improve their dairy stock by pur- 
chases.

Those who 
purchased the heifer calves would not regret 
it, as they were shown in we natural cor- 
dition and would improve. 

Mr. Gleeson mentioned that the twenty 
heifer calves exhibited had Leen sold at an 
average of nine guineas apiece. The sale 
showed that they had the right material and 
were prepared to sell it.
